Letter from Parker Pillsbary. 


Dear Oxivsn: My purpose was to send 
you some account of the violent breaking up of 
the meeting in Fancuil Hall for the reception 
and welcome of George Thompson. But as 
you will sce all kinds of reports of it, before 
mine could reach you, I will pass it by; say- 
ing only there would have been some disgrace 
in it, to Boston and Massachusetts, but that 
thcir disgrace was already as deep, and total 
too, as Calvinism bolds human depravity.— 

| Consequently there is no danger of further or 
| deeper disgrace now, no matter what they do. 
| Just as I expected, the meeting was broker. up 





1 by a mob of boys, mostly under twenty, set on 


by the Boston Mail, Bee, Herald and other pa- 
pers, and countenanced by “property and 
standing,” and then apologized for afterwards, 
by the Boston Chronotype, on the ground that 
Mr. Thompson was the guest of the aboiition- 
ists, his friends, and only friends, instead of his 
‘enemies. If the Editor of the Chronotype 
envies the abolitionists the honor of so illustri- 
ous a guest, (as one must think he does,) let 
him know that his own treason to the anti- 
slavery cause, und base betrayal of it into the
